edition of the "Star 
Banner" 


photostated and printed for sale 
through local museums and, sou- 
venir stands for the Centennial 
observance. The newspapers sell 
for 50 cents a copy. 


The weekly laments the pres- 


ence of "ragged, lousy, starving, 
thieving hordes" of rebels- that 
invaded the county , and inter- 
fered with the mail service for 
the county and the editor's in- 
ability to obtain news from beyond 
the immediate area because of 
disabled communication lines. 


The "Star & Banner" was a 


weekly newspaper edited,by John 
L. Mcllhenny, great-uncle of The 
Tunes' assistant editor, Hugh C. 
Mcllhenny. 


The paper .bears two dates. On 


the first and fourth page the date 
reads July 2, 1863. However, be- 
fore the editor could complete his 
edition the Battle of Gettysburg 
broke, out and he, like others, had 
to abandon his business. Undaunt- 
ed, at the close of the battle he 
returned to b:s plant, completed 
pages two and three, printed them, 
and distributed his edition with 
the last two pages dated July 9, 
863.

S;, and great 
amounts of capital investments 
come from this country. 


He said Canada's tremendous 


deposits of mineral resources re- 
main undeveloped "because of the 
;remendous cost of getting to 
them." He said that $236,000,000 
was invested before the first ton 
of rich iron ore deposits could be 
brought out of Labrador. 
OIL DEPOSITS 


He described the terrain of the 


northern areas of Canda and said 
that only about one-third of Can- 
ada's 12 million square miles of 
area is habitable. More than two- 
thirds of its 18,000,000 people live 
within 100 miles of the U.S.-Ca- 
nadian border. He said tihat the 
richest oil deposits in the world 
lie just beneath the surface in Al- 
berta "but we have no economic 
means of marketing it," so it has 
been untouched. He described the 
Canadian Shield around the Hud- 
son Bay as being wealthy in min- 
erals and timber "but it is not 
suitable for settlement." 


Tourism is a large industry for 


Canada because of the thousands 
of lakes and streams which at- 
tract Americans by the millions. 
The climate is temperate, al- 
though extreme, and provides ex- 
cellent fishing and hunting, Col. 
Weber said. 


He said, that "the anti-Ameri- 


can talk in Canada recently was 
more talk than expression" and 
assured the group that "there is 
an enormous reservoir of good 
will between the U.S. and Canada, 
It may lie dormant, but it's 
there." He said that many Ca- 
nadians fear "loss of independ- 
ence because of the American in- 
fluence on Canadians" and that 
"some. economists are alarmed 
by the financial -hold the U.S. has 
on Canada" but "the Canadian 
people generally are very happy 
about the situation."

The “Star & Banner” was a 
weekly newspaper edited by John 
L. Mcllhenny. great-uncle of The 
Times’ assistant editor, Hugh C 
Mcllhenny. 
The paper bears two dates. On 
the first and fourth page the date 
reads July 2. 1863. However, be 
fore the editor could complete his 
edition the Battle of Gettysburg 
broke out and he, like others, had 
to abandon his business. Undaunt 
ed, at the close of the battle he 
returned to irs plant, completed 
pages two and three, printed them, 
and distributed his edition with 
the last two pages dated July 9.
